will not sec prohibition of alcohol for 
year»." 
This brief explanation of one of 
the m ost agitated internal subjects iii 
r ranee just now was m ade to the 
United Press today by Jean Finot, 
noted French writer, author and pres 
idem of the French society for action 
against alcohol. 
M. Finot predicts a long and bitter 
light before France is plated on the 
footing of prohibition. 
W idely circu 
lated reports that French legislative 
bodies would soon enact a dry France 
were denied by M. Finot. 
"Prohibition in France 
does 
not 
mean. as the word means in America. 
an absolutely dry France. 
It m eans 
the elim ination of brandy, whiskey 
and other spirituous liquors which do 
o much damage to the peoples of 
any country. 
The proverbial French 
light wines will always remain. 
“The fight against alcohol which the 
prohibition forces of France are mak 
ing has the most b itter opposition 
When it is considered that over four 
million people have their interests 
connected with the production, distri­ 
bution and sale of liquor this is not 
surprising. 
“But France will elim inate liquor 
in time, probably in about three years, 
just as many American states have 
done. 
The movement 
already 
lias 
great and growing support 
and 
is 
backed morally by some of France’s 
greatest men." 
M. Finot's latest book. entitled "The 
Enemy of the interior,” quotes vari­ 
ous authorities to dem onstrate that 
French wounded during the present 
struggle, who were habitual users of 
alcohol, have shown a rem arkable ten­ 
dency to succumb to wounds which 
would not have proved fatal to non 
alcoholics. 
Prohibition will be one of the great­ 
est after-the-war questions in France. 
It is expected to precipitate m ore leg­ 
islative and popular interest than any 
subject has done for years.
